imlu of counselors there is wisdom," it ought 
lo lie a toicgone conclusion that Ihe ripoul of 
wisdom and the widest of experience will be 
brought to bear upon tbe solution ot the 
trust problem, for all sor's of persons are 
taking a turn at expressing their opinions 
us to the best means of controlling, regulat- 
ing or abolishing these modern institution'!, 
which arc creating HO much uneasiness iu 
commercial, industrial and political circles 
—o-pccinlly in the lalter. 
The opinions 


evolved in the froe-for-ull discussion of this 
aborbing question aio as diverse, as unique 
as Ihe individualities of Hie persons express- 
ing them. 


One of the latest contributions to the lit- 


erature of tbe trust problem is that of Gov- 
ernor Jtogors, of the SUte of Washington. 
In a leller lo Governor Buyers, of Texas, de- 
clining to take part iu the lalter's scheme for 
a national convention lo consider measures 
for (he control of trusls by Ihe State, Gov- 
ernor Rogers says : 


'The trust evil is lo be made a political 


question; ol this there can be no doubt. 
I 


do not believe it. wise for those who are op- 
posed to ihe Republican party to assist thai 
parly in its evident attempt 10 temporarily 
evade the ijsue by proposing State legisla- 
tion 113 a remedy, knowing that this must 
piove in the end ineffective 
A great iinijorily of the trusts will, however, 
unquestionably be able to show to the satis- 
taciion of any Supreme Court, that by ihe 
use of Ihe large capiial and improved meth- 
ods they have reduced the coat of tlieir pro- 
duction, and are thus a benefit and not n 
detriment lo the general public. 
Thin the 


jreaiest good to Ihe greatest number has 
been scoured 
The trust problem ia a new phase of the. old 
light of the almighty dollar against Almighty 
Jod. 
The three members: of the trust are ihe 


money question, Ihe protective tariff aud 
•ailroad rebates. They me controllable only 
>y national legislation." 


There is some ground to doubt the efficacy 


of the proposed control of Irusls'by means 
of State legislation. 
The scheme of Governor 


Saycrs may be somewhat fanciful, but il is, 
il least, an apparently sincere effort to bring 
he nil-prevailing triidt problem under seri- 
ous discussion by men who may reasonably 
)e supposed to have souie knowledge of the 
ubjeol. 
As such it is entitled to respectful 


oiisiileraUon, and there would seein to be 


10 valid reason why Ihe Governors of every 
State should not co-operate in the plan, to 


extent, at least, of attending the pro- 


)oscd convention of Governors, and giving 
o the gathering the benefit of their counsel 
nd experience. 


Rut when Goveruor Rogers declares that 


lie Republican party is atlempting to evade 
he issue by proposing State legislation as a 
omedy, he slates that which is not true, 
he Republican parly is not attempting iu 
ny way lo evade any issue. 
The leading 


icn of the Republican party are as much 
iterested in finding some rational solution 
f the trust problem as are the noisy dema- 
ogues who are seeking lo nuvlie political 
npilal out of an issue which does not prop- 
rly belong iu the realm of politics. 
It is 


Itogetlier probable, in fact, that if legisla- 
on is to furnish the solution of this prob- 
m, the Republican party will formulate the 
ecessary legislation.

Rut it is not easy to find them 


when. Ihe volume of business is 63 7 percent, 
larger than last year, and 76.6 larger than 
in 1892, the best of all years except the lust, 
or when failures continue Ihe smallest ever 
known, or when the exports of staples begin 
to improve materially, or when railroad bus- 
iness is by lar the best ever known, or ••hen 
New York bankers appeirm inleruational 
operalious, listening to a. Russian inquiry 
and undertaking a Mexican loan. Eveu the 
industrial disputes incident lo the season 
cause less trouble than usual, the largest of 
Ihem having been settled Tliuisday by Ihe 
liii Plate Company. The Bank of England 
finds il difficult lo borrow more from this 
side, and frankly raises ils rale, while this 
country brgins lo ship fresh crops for which 
Europe will run into debt.

The opposition lo th 
order emanates from sources which declare 
that the establishment of the free deliver 
system will work hardships among a larg 
class of country slorekcepeis whose busincs 
will be ruined by Hie abolition of (he crest 
roads postoffices. 


While there are many formers who Ink 


great pleasure in havellitig to the conntr 
store incidentally t i > get the mail and chicfl 
to gather the neighborhood gossip, there av 
probably a greater number who will welcom 
the innovation of having letters delivered a 
their doors. 


The establish men t of these free postal de 


livery routes is not altogether an exper 
mc.nl. 
Similar routes have been in success 


fill opeeatiou in other parts of the count] 
for several years past, and the result 
achieved have been such as to warrant th 
extension of the service in sections where th 
conditions give promise of adequate returns 
The beginning that has been made will n 
doubt be supplemented, in the not dislan 
future, by the establishment of other routes 
in closely populalcd scclions, which wil 
serve lo bring Ihe rural population into clos 
er touch with the commercial and induslriii 
centres. 


Free postal delivery in the rural section 


has been the dream of successive 1'oslmnste 
Generals for a genei ation past. This dream 
has in part been realized, and the indica 
lions are thai it will be more fully realized 
iu Ihe very near future. 
The scheme has 


every appearance of practicability, as ap 
plied to thickly-populated regions contiguous 
or adjacent lo Ihe larger cilies, aud wilhou 
doubt Ihe lime will cotnc—nor will it be 
long in coming—when all such sections wil 
be favored with free mail delivery, at leas 
once a day. 


The isolation of the country is a thing 01 


lie past. 
Modern methods of communion 


lion have brought the country districts i«to 
closer touch with Hit centers of population 
than was thought possible half a century 
ago. 
But we have witnessed only the dawn- 


ng of the new era. Tbe time is near at 
land when city and country will be bound 
ogether by indissoluble bauds of communi- 
cation. Tbe telephone and tlie automobile 


ill be powerful agencies in Ihe bringing 


about of this new aud better condition of 
hings ; and Ihe establishment of free postal 
ielivery will also be an imporlant factor in 
his now development along the lines of 
nodcrn progress. 


Every improvement in Ihe means of com- 
lunicaliou is a distinct step forward, tend' 
ig strongly to Ihe unification of the inter. 
sts of the American people. 
In unity of 


urpose and of interests lies our strenglh as 
nation and our puissance as individual 


factors of a great and powerful common- 
wealth. 


"The old fight of the almighly 
dollar 


gainst Almighly God" ia a grandiloquent 
hrase, which means nothing.

evelopment of trusts is simply a new phase

Garrigues, of Bryn 
Mawr, discovered iu the northern nose of 
Long Beach a very attractive spot which 
went under 
the name of Baruegat City. 


These two men, since recognized as pioneers 
on the coast, have never failed lo get iu a 
few good licks during tbe summer season, 
when the fish are biting more freely than 
the mosquitoes. Their attachment for the 
place has been so great lhat iheir descend-

How England Will Profit in the Philip- 


pines. 


The news from the Philippines, reaching 


London through private sources, is not en- 
couraging. 
Speculation has begun as to 


whether the United States, in the long-run, 
will find the game worth the candle of hold- 
ing and governing their new Eastern posses- 
sions. 
While it is no part of the functions of 


a judicious London correspondent lo give his 
own views on public affairs, he fails in his 
duly if he oniils to notice any qualified body 
of opinion touching great American interests, 
even when opposed to the senlimeula pre- 
vailing across Ihe water. 
Trustworthy evi- 


dence has reached me thai ihe situation in 
the Philippines is graver iban is represented 
in the English press, and that further re-en- 
forcements on a large scale will be necessary 
before the United Slates can settle down to 
the peaceful enjoyment of their Eastern em- 
pire. According to the information on which 
I rely, a force of seventy thousand men will 
be required before American possessions in 
Asia are at peace—a force about equal to the 
white garrison of British India. The cost of 
despatching and maintaining such an army 
for one year, together with ihe necessaty ad- 
miniatrution, will scarcely be less than $80,- 
000,000. Looking at the other side of the 
balance-sheet, the population of the Philip- 
pines is now estimate'! at eight million, and 
according to Ihe latest figures the imports 
are $10,937,500, and the exports $20,766,- 
150; together, $81,693,750. 
Of this amount 


Great Britain imports $6,439,151), while the 
ixports of British produce to the Philippines 
are $2,001,320. In olher words, Great Brit- 
ain enjoys, and is likely to enjoy, the lion's 
hare of the benefits arising from ihe lavish 
xpenditure of American life and treasure in 
he conquest of a group of islands principal 
y remarkable for the vileness of the climate 
nd the turbulence and bigotry of their half 
ude population—Arnold White, in Har 
er's Weekly.

CIIAIIIES STRUMFELS — Bear Friend — I 


thought I would drop you a few linen to let 
you and the boys know that I am w«ll and 
feeling splendidly. 
I am seated on a bam- 


boo bunk as I write this. They are splendid 
things to skep on. 
The country seems to 


agree with me nil right a, 1 am getting fat, 
but I thought I would die coming over on 
the bout. 
The voyage was so long and 


tedious. 
We came, over on the transport 


Hancock and had 1500 men aboard. 
We 


were out twenty-three days and never saw 
land uulil we pulled into M.iiul-i Bay 
We 


camped one night on the Lunla, a fine large 
park down on the water front. 
The next 


day we came to this spot which is about 
four and a half miles frum 
I lie city 
We 


have been here two weeks and do picket and 
trench guard every other night. There is 
not half as much fightirg here as the papers 
at home try to make out. 


The country is fuie and there are many 


odd and interesting things to Bee. The 
wealher is pretty warm, very much like that 
which we have at home in July aud August, 
but the nights are cool aud we always sleep 
with our blankets over us. 
When on guard 


we sleep in the open trenches, rain or shine. 
We wear light, cool yellow uniforms aud 
always carry one hundred rounds of ammu- 
nition in our belts. 


There arc a great many Chinese here and 


their quarters occupy a good portion of the 
city. 
The natives outside of the city do not 


bother wilh wearing much clotbmg. 
The 


women usually wear a skirt and the men nre 
hardly as pailicular as the women. 


There is an abundance of frnii, and fine 


cigars retail, at fifty cents a box of one 
hundred. 


Be sure and write to me and tell me the 


news. 
Tell the boys not to be such fools as 


to enlist, for three years is a long time lo be 
over here, and you don't know what will 
happen. 
I may never see you again, as we 


are liable to go into battle at any time. They 
had better stay in Bristol; it's a preily good 
place. 
Tell Bruden that young Miller is 


well and all right. lie is in Company A, 
and located about a quarter of a mile to our 
right. Tell his mother so she will know. 
Remember me to all my fiiunds.

To those of the alumni of St. Stephen's 


College, who gathered around the grave of 
the latest one of their number to be called 
away from this life, devolves ihe melancholy, 
yet loving privilege of bearing testimony to 
the honor and esteem in which they held 
him. 
They think of him as one of the 


strongest links that binds the older to the 
youngest generation of graduates. 


A, Weir Gilkesou was born iu Bristol, Pa., 


in 1853; 
educated first at Ihe Episcopal 


Academy of Philadelphia, he entered St. 
Stephen's College in 18US). 
It was there 


that many of us began a friendship which 
has never grown cold through all the after 
busy years. 
Deeply interested in all the 


affairs and life of the college, he has kept iu 
closer touch with Alma Mater than most, 
aud so has left upon the youngest graduaiu 
t.he same admiratioi. for his manly qualities 
that those who are older feel. 
His whole 


hearted zeal for the development arid the 
perpetuation of St. Stephen's College re- 
mained steudlast uud engaged his energies 
even when illness was making its inroads on 
his very life. 
His example as the champion 


of her cause is good for us all to remember. 


Shortly after graduation Mr. Gilkeaon be- 


gan the study of law ; admitted lo the bar, 
he begau to practice in Bristol, his native 
town, and soon took the position which he 
never ceased to hold, ihat of a leader in 
every progressive uioveiueiit, many of which 
were onginaied Dy him. 


It is of his life, ana of Ihe impress that he

KEPT THE SKELETON. 


QUEER REVENGE OF A MAN WHOSE 


FRIEND WAS MURDERED.

"Morniiig, eolonul." 
"Morning, air," replied the rnnn who 


wai leaning nvpr the fcncp. 


He WBH n Hhort, thickset man, with 


a clear and juercing pye, his face shaved 
nmootb. 'with not the HtigKestion of a 
wrinkle; ye* his hair was us white ni 
snow. He faml a Blight southern decent, 
and his heart7 manner of inviting the 
visitors in and his cordial hospitality 
wore wholly Honthrrn. One of the visit- 
ors knew him and had told the oilier 
that there w.is a man with a bona fide 
skeleton in his closet and that the skele- 
ton liad a story. It did not require any 
persnasion to obtain a glimpse of the 
skeleton. Tlie owner presently led the 
way to an onthotiee, and, opening the 
door, displa\ ed the skeleton of a mim, 
liiidly fastened togethor and hanging 
to tl e wall by the nock. The Missourinn 
did not object to telling the story. 


"That fellow," he said, motioning 


with his thumb to the skeleton, "was

We 
heard of him all aronnd—men shot, 
niggera killdl, houses burned—so that 
the name of .Tim Conner became a thing 
to scare children, not to speak of men. 
I was alwayi trying to help northern 
men, 
and orm time had two or three 


with me, pulsing them on as occasion 
offered.

"I had not heard from Conner or bis 


raids for some weeks, when one day be 
rode into tha yard and swore that he 
was going to burn the house. We had 
no means of protecting ourselves ex- 
cept by nsinj,' a rifle, and with that I 
tried to pick him off from the top story ; 
but ho had picked mp one of my friends 
who had been in the field, and they put 
him on a horse and stood behind him and 
shot at the windows of the house, at 
the same time gathering brush with 
jWbich, they said, to burn the house. 


"But no one dared to approach the 


house, fis I was a sure shot. I supposed 
that they w<mld wait until night and 
then creep up and burn me out. I kept 
out of sight and could not believe that 
they would murder a man in cold blood. 
But, hearing a shout, I glanced through 
a bullet hold in the shutter and saw 
them driving my frJend's horse up to a 
tree—a fine oid tree that I had planted 
BS a Doy. one or tuw IIIUUH crossed (lie 
drive, and to this they fastened the 
rope and drove the horse away, leaving 
my friend dimgling there, and I watch- 
ing the operation totally helpless, while 
they were looking on. 
' "Some United States troops finally 
came along and drove them off and cut 
the body down, and we joined in the 
chase. I hunted the gang for weeks, 
then gave it up, as it was evident that 
they had given us the slip. After the 
war I moved to California and came 
here. I soon heard of a curious char- 
acter who lived up in one of the can- 
yons the life of a hermit. 
I never con- 


nected his nnme with Conner, it being 
more or lens common. But when he 
died one day the story was that he had 
had a badre.'ord back in Missouri; that 
he hud been a murderer, etc., and it 
occurred to jne that it might be my old 
enemy, the man I had been after for so 
many years. 
1 "I can't say that I have a particu- 
larly revengeful disposition," said the 
skeleton owner, "but he had murdered 
my friend, and I had never given up 
the hope <<f finding him and was always 
on the look ont. The old fellow was 
alone and IM meless, it seems, with no 
friends, and they had buried him by the 
side of his hut. I heard of it a few days 
later and employed some men to aid 
me in the investigation.
